Without naming Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr., 
Judge Moore implied criticism 
of the Justice Department, say- 
ing he had requested “without 
success” that the department 
provide United States Attorney 
Harry Richards with sufficient 
personnel and “with adequate 
support from the investigating 
agencies of the Government to 
carry on the inquiries directed.” 

After reading his new charge 
to the grand jury, Judge Mgore 
remarked that “there is no crit- 
icism implied to Mr. Richards,” 
adding, “I have known him a 
long time and I treasure his 
friendship.” But, the judge con- 
tinued, “he (Richards) cannot 
carry on his investigations with- 
out sufficient help.”

AEG DROPS PLANS 
10 BUILD PLANT 
ON SPOON RIVER 


Cites Increased Output 
at Other Installations 
in Halting $26,000,- 
000 Project. 


CHICAGO, No. 12 (UP)—The 
Atomic Energy Commission to- 
day canceled plans for construc- 
tion of the $26,000,000 Spoon 
river atomic explosives plant 
started near Macomb, III. 

The AEC said that the project 
was abandoned because of “tech- 
nical developments which will 
considerably enlarge output of 
already existing plants turning 
out the same product as would 
have come from the projected 
pew plant.” 

Although the commission nevr 
said so, it was generally under- 
stood that the Spoon river 
plant’s function would be to 
make the shaped charges used 
in the detonating devices of one 
kind of a A-bomb. 

“Future requirements of the 
atomic energy program in this 
line can be supplied, it has been 
by the present 
plants, hence the construction 
_ spores apres for the 

anned Spoon river plant 

saved,” the AEC said. — 

“The net saving in construc- 
tion and engineering cost is 
some $26,000,000. In addition, 
about $4,000,000 in startup costs 
and $3,000,000 a year in recur- 
ring operating costs will 
saved.” 

The commission said that pay- 
ment for work already done and 
the cost of termination of con- 
tracts will amount to $2,000,000. 

The commission expressed its 

e for the “cd-operation 
of all concerned and especially 
of the contractors and the com- 
munities in the area.” The an- 
nouncement said thé commis- 
sion “regrets the inconvenience 
caused by the termination of the 
project.” 

“From the viewpoint of na- 
tional interest,” the commission 
said, “it is gratifying that the 
atomic energy program can 
move ahead at full speed with- 
out making the expenditure 
planned for the Spoon river 
plant. On the other hand, can- 
celing the project will bring dis- 
location and readjustment to 
firms and individuals who have 
co-operated splendidly in getting 
the work under way. This we 
deeply regret.” 

The AEC did not reveal what 
other plants are producing the 
project which was to have been 
made at Spoon river. Officials 
said any other details would 
have to be released by the Wash- 
ington office of the commission. 


FLIES MAKE OCEAN 
TRIP ON SEAWEED, 
PLAGUE RESORTS 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP) — 
Eight seaside resorts appealed 
today for government aid against 
a plague of black flies which 
floated across the Atlantic on 
seaweed. 

Millions of the insects have 
appeared on the beaches of 
Brighton, Worthing, Hove, Lit- 
tlehampton, Bognor Regis, 
Shanklin, Lyme Regis and Vent- 
nor. 


Experts say the flies are a 
type common along the eastern 
coast of North America and are 
believed to have made the cross- 
ing on seaweed carried by the 
Gulf Stream. 

The flies lay their eggs in the 
beach shingle and the grubs ma- 
turé deep in the sand. At 
Brighton, attacks by flame 
thrower and insecticide have 
failed to budge the pests. The 
resorts fear the flies will drive 
away vacationers unless wiped 
out before next spring.

Shoulders kept him fully in- 
formed of his whereabouts, 
Scheufler said, adding, “I as- 
sume he will continue to do so.” 
Shoulders told him he would be 
available whenever wanted, the 
United States attorney said. 

Plans to Come Here. 

‘In Honolulu, Shoulders said 
he was ending his Hawaii vaca- 
tion and would leave Saturday 
for St. Louis to handle some 
“personal and police matters.” 
He said he had not been sub- 
penaed for the Hall-Heady trial. 

If Scheufler did not need 
him, Shoulders said, he would 
continue on to St. Louis Sunday 
night. 

Shoulders submitted his res- 
ignation from the St. Louis po- 
lice force in bitter anger over 
the departmental inquiry into 
the case but it has not yet been 
accepted. He will be accom- 
panied on his return by his 
landlady, Miss June Marie 
George. He has said he plans

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 — 
Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan tes- 
tified at a public hearing of 
the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee today that he had 
no recollection of getting any 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
reports on Harry Dexter White. 

Vaughan, who .was former 
President Truman’s Army aide, 
added, however, that if Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell 
Jr. said such reports were sent 
to him (Vaughan) “I would not 
question it for a moment.” 

Brownell, in touching off the 
controversy last Friday, charged 
that reports showing White was 
a Russian spy were sent to for- 
mer President Truman through 
Vaughan. 

In the witness chair this 
afternoon with several hundred 
persons jamming the hearing 
room and with television cam- 
eras trained on him, Vaughan 
said he had no recollection at

Vaughan added, however, that 
if the feports were marked for 
President Truman it was not 
his job to evaluate them or take 
action on them and that he was 
merely a “means of conveyance 
in getting them to the Chief 
Executive.” 

Vaughan added that he was 
sure Truman got FBI reports 
given to him (Vaughan) because 
it was his practice to put them 
on the President’s desk or a 
nearby table at morning ‘White 
House staff meetings. 

Caudle’s Testimony. 

Earlier, T. Lamar Caudle, 
former assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, had testified that, as he 
remembers it, a 1946 FBI mem- 
orandum indicated that White 
was a member of the Commu- 
nist underground. 

Caudle said that an FBI 
memorandum on White was 
sent to him early in 1946 and 
that, after reading it, he “be- 
came alarmed” and called the 
office of Tom Clark, then At- 
torney General and now a Su- 
preme Court Justice. He testi- 
fied he was told Clark was in 
a hospital for a checkup but 
that he (Caudle) later “did de- 
liver the memorandum” to 
Clark. . 

Caudle said that attached to 
the report on White was a 
memo from the FBI saying that 
White’s nomination to be United 
States executive director in the 
International Monetary Fund 
was under consideration, 

Caudle said he told Clark of 
his alarm tnd of his feeling that 
“everything should be done to 
discourage this man’s being in 
office.” 

Vaughan Consulted Truman. 

Vaughan was only on the 
stand 13 minutes. 

He said that when he first 
got the subpena to testify he 
had serious doubts about wheth- 
er he should answer questions 
on the “confidential relation- 
ship” between himself and the 
former President. 

He said, however, these 
doubts were resolved when Tru- 
man personally authorized him 
to appear and to “answer fully” 
any questions to he best of his 
recollection. 

Got Many FBI Reports. 

Vaughan said he was the chan- 
nel through which FBI reports 
went to the President. Some- 
times he got two or three a 
week, he went on, sometimes as 
many as 15 or 20. 

Chairman William E. Jenner 
of the subcommittee said today 
“there is no doubt” that former 
President Truman received an 
FBI report saying the late Harry 
Dexter White was a Communist 
spy. . 

Jenner said he saw no need 
to call Truman before the sub- 
committee. 

“The record speaks for itself,” 
he said. 

“Yes sir,” Caudle said this aft- 
ernoon, as the flashlights popped 
and the television lights glared, 
“early in 1946 there was that 
FBI envelope addressed to my 
personal attention explaining 
that the nomination of Harry 
Dexter White (to be United 
States director of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund) was un- 
der consideration.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—The 
man who tried but. failed to 
build an espionage indictment 
against suspected spies in the 
Government under President 
Truman is now one of Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell’s 
trusted aids. 


He is Thomas J. Donegan, spe- 
cial assistant to the Attorney 
General, and the head of a De- 
partment of Justice committee 
in charge of security. 

He is a crack investigator who 
spends most of his time on duty 
in New York. 

It was learned authoritatively 
today that this fact has been 
added to the pile of material 
former President Truman is 
preparing as a rejoinder in the 
sensational spy case exploded by 
Attorney General Brownell in 
his Chicago speech last Friday. 

Brownell said that Truman in 
January 1946 had nominated the 
late Harry Dexter White as the 
United States representative of 
the International Monetary Fund 
in the face of an FBI report 
— doubts as to White’s loy- 
alty. 

Truman Readies Reply. 
*The former President, it was 
learned, has had material put 
together to argue that White 
was moved out of his sensitive 
job as assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in 1946 precisely be- 
cause he was under suspicion. 

Truman is expected to main- 
tain that White was nominated 
to the technical job in the mone- 
tary fund under an agreement 
between the late Fred M. Vin- 
son, then Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and the FBI, on the theory 
that White could best be kept 
under surveillance in this job. 
Associates of Truman said the 
change in jobs was not a promo- 
tion. 

The outline of Truman's an- 
swer to the charges in the spy 
case became known as his for- 
mer aids collected data that 
may be made public in a state- 
ment. 

The New York Times today, 
in a dispatch from Washington, 
says: 

“These sources said that about 

the time Elizabeth Bentley, a 
confessed former Soviet courier, 
began to tell her story to the 
FBI, and some part of it could 
be checked by the bureau, a 
major effort was made by that 
agency to get Miss Bentley back 
into the Communist apparatus, 
and, meanwhile, withhold arrests 
or dismissals of her contacts 
within the Government, lest the 
Communists get word that Miss 
Bentley had tipped off the fed- 
eral agents.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Former President Truman re- 
fused today to honor a congres- 
sional subpena in the Harry 
Dexter White case on the ground 
that Congress lacks constitu- 
tional authority to invade the 
rights of the presidency. 

Truman announced his posi- 
tion to a roomful of newspaper 
men and photographers less than 
an hour after the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
deferred indefinitely its plans to 


question him tomorrow, 

Truman said that if the doc- 
trine of separation of powers 
and the independence of the 
presidency is to have any valid- 
ity at all “it must be equally 
apJlicable to a President after 
his term of office has expired 
when he is sought to be ex- 
amined with respect to any acts 
occurring while he is President.” 

Reads From Letter. 

Reading from a letter he sent 
to Representative Velde (Rep.), 
Illinois, chairman of the commit- 
tee, in response to the historical. 
ly unprecedented subpenaing of 
a former President, Truman de- 
clared: 

“The doctrine would be 
shattered, and the President, 
contrary to our theory of con- 
stitutional government, would 
become a mere arm of the legis- 
lative branch of the Government 
if he would feel during his term 
of office that his ev act 
might be subject to official in- 
quiry and possible distortion for 
political purposes.” 

Truman élosed his letter by 
saying “if your intention how- 
ever, is to inquire into any acts 
as a private individual either 
before or after my presidency 
and unrelated to any acts as 
President, I shall be happy to 
appear.” 

Truman read the three-page 
letter of about 800 words rapid- 
ly and refused to answer any 
questions concerning it or the 
boiling controversy over Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell’s 
charge that Truman promoted 
White after the FBI labeled the 
Treasury official as a Russian 
spy. 

The former President ap- 
peared smilingly in a twenty- 
eighth floor room of the Wal-

BYRNES BELIEVES

Governor Confident 
Nomination W ould 
Have Been Halted if 
Senate Had Not Acted. 


COLUMBIA, S.C., Nov. 12 
(UP)—Gov. James F. Byrnes said 
today he is confident that then 
President Truman would have 
halted the nomination of Harry 
Dexter White as executive direc- 
tor of the International Mone- 
tary Fund on Feb. 6, 1946, had 
the Senate not already acted 
on it. 

Byrnes refused a subpena 
from the House Un-American 
Activities Committee to tell 
what he knows about the White 
spy case, but he offered to an- 
swer in Columbia or by mail 
any questions the group might 
want to ask. Today he sent to 
Senator William FE. Jenner, 


dated Feb. 5, 1946, said Brown- 
ell—the day before Byrnes hur- 
ried over to the White House 
to talk to Truman personally 
about the White case. Byrnes 
was Secretary of State then. 

In his original reaction to the 
whole fiery controversy, Truman 
said he had neve seen the FBI 
report which Brownell contend- 
ed was sent to Vaughan in early 
December 1945. Vaughan also 
has said he has no recollection

LONDON, Nov. 12 (UP)— 
Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill last night appointed the Mar- 
quess of Reading, 64, to the new 
post of Minister of State, For- 
eign Office.

Heavy Rain Dampens:

TEHRAN, Nov. 12 (AP)—Two 
demonstrators were killed by 
police gunfiré today as thou- 
sands of supporters of ex-Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh

prison. 

About 20 demonstrators were 
arrested in various parts of the 
capital during the morning and 
hundreds of shops whose owners 
back.Mossadegh were shuttered 
but little pro-Mossadegh activity 
was in evidence beyond the 
stealthy distribution of Commu- 
nist leaflets. 

Gangs shouting “Long live 
Mossadegh” were scattered by 
charging police as fast as they 
formed. Several demonstrators 
were struck with clubs in these 
charges. 

The city’s main bazaar, which 
houses hundreds of tiny stores 
and booths, was about half shut 
down. Soldiers with fixed bay- 
onets patrolled the shopping 
‘area, long a center of Mossa- 
degh strength. 

Despite the widespread street 
agitation, many of the city’s ac- 
tivities continued normally. 

A strike call had been bally- 
hooed for more than a week by 
Communists and pro-Mossadegh 
leaders as a demonstration of 
support for the 73-year-old na- 
tionalist leader now facing an 
army court-martial on treason 
charges.

ADIES and Gentlemen of the grand jury: 
The court desires to take this occasion to remind you of 
the various matters called to your attention when you were 
impaneled in July this year. I attempted to direct your attention 


to those fields where there was, 


in my opinion, the most pressing 


need for immediate and searching inquiry; and I tried to impress 
upon you the need for action before prosecutions might be barred 


by the operation of the statute 

It was my opinion that the 
element of time was so impor- 
tant that this grand jury was 
impanelled while I still held in 
service the previous grand jury, 
which had already served 
through two terms of court, an 
entire year. 

I would not have retained the 
previous grand jury, or any one

“Unfortunately, he (Marty) 
seemed to me te have a defeat- 
ist attitude. I had hoped he 
would display more enthusiasm 
and keenness to pitch in and 
win, but he didn’t and that 
meant we needed a new man- 
ager.”

“He’s a good man, but he 
shouldn't have said that,” Marty 
emphasized, “because you don’t 
play on as many good Cardinal 
teams as I did and wind up with 
a ‘defeatist attitude’.”

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Pro Football’s TV Curb 
Upheld in Part, Radio © 
Bar Is Ruled Illegal 


PHILDELPHIA, Nov. 12 (UP)—United States District Court 
Judge Allan K, Grim today upheld the National Football League's 
right to restrict television broadcasts of outside games into a club's 
home territory when that club is playing at home. 


However, the judge declared 
illegal any restrictions by the 
league on radio broadcasts. 

The 21-page opinion in the 
anti-trust suit brought by the 
Government against the league 
and its member clubs also ruled 
illegal the restriction of telecasts 
of games when the club is away 
and the power of the league 
commissioner to approve or dis- 
approve all sales of television 
rights. 

Judge Grim ruled that the re- 
striction of television broadcasts 
at the time and place of a home 
game was necessary for the 
league’s existence and there- 
fore was not an illegal restraint 
of trade. 


The other proviisons of Arti- 
cle 10 of the league’s by-laws 
were deemed by the court as 
not necessary for the league to 
exist and therefore were termed 
an unreasonable restraint of 
trade, 

“An agreement may consti- 
tute a restraining of trade but 
that does not necessarily mean 
that it is illegal’’ under the Sher- 
man Anti-trust Act, the judge 
wrote. “To be illegal a contract 


must cause both a restraint of |> 


trade and an unreasonable re- 
straint of trade.” 
Judge Grim ordered both the 


Government and the league to > 


submit a proposed decree with- 
in 30 days which will include 
the judge’s opinion. 

The territory television re- 
strictions on home games were 


held to be a reasonable and 
therefore legal restraint of 
trade because such telecasts 
cause a drop in the attendance 
at the game, thereby causing a 
financial loss to the club, the 
opinion said. It stated that the 
radio restrictions and the other 
types of telecast restrictions 
constitute an unreasonable and 
therefore illegal restraint of 
trade because their effect on the 
attendance of home games is not 
sufficient to threaten’ the 
league's existence. 


“Radio and television clearly 
are in interstate commerce,” 
Judge Grim said. 


Judge Grim said the recent 
Supreme Court decision which 
ruled that baseball is primarily 
a sport and not an interstate 
business did not apply in the 
football anti-trust suit. He said 
the only question involved in 
the baseball case was whether 
professional baseball itself is 
interstate commerce.

Nothing to a Name. 

HE brave soul who agreed 
T to take over three years 

ago, had the disarming 
name of Bill Meek, a 30-year- 
old Maryland assistant who 
had majored in transportation, 
public utilities and head- 
butting at Tennessee. 

The only thing meek about 
Bill was his name, it de- 
veloped, The Tennessee Sugar 
Bowl blocking back and for- 
mer Army infantry captain 
fidgeted through two seasons 
during which he won only one 
of 19 games, but he wasn’t ac- 
cepting defeat meekly, and 
that’s no joke, son—especially 
for teams that have had to 
play his rough-tough squads.

“I want to fight Friday night’s 
winner,” said the stocky New 
York Negro. Welter champion 
Kid Gavilan and Johnny Brat- 
ton fight in Chicago for the 147- 
pom title, 

arter avenged a February 
non-title defeat by knocking out 
rangy, dark-haired Savoie of 
Montreal at 59 seconds of the 
fifth round before 9136 in The 
Forum last night. 

It was Jimmy’s third knockout 
defense of the title this year. He 
had previously belted out Tom- 
my Collins and Georgie Araujo. 

“He hit me the hardest I was 
ever hit,” said the very disap- 
pointed Savoie. “I tried to get 
up at the count of seven, but I 
couldn't shake off that right to 
the chin.” 

One Right and Out. 

Carter knocked Armand fiat 
on his back with a long right to 
the jaw for the only knockdown 
of the bout. Armand was luckier 
than Collins, who hit the deck 
10 times, and Araujo, who went 
down three times. 

It was the only time 23-year- 
old Savoie had been counted out 
in 62 professional bouts although 
he had been stopped twice pre- 
viously on TKOs., 

Although the gate of $53,719 
failed to establish a new Cana- 
dian indoor record, Carter’ will 
receive a guaranteed $25,000 for 
his abbreviated performance. 

‘Carter, scaling 13344 pounds— 
the lowest since he won the title 
from Ike Williams in May 1951 
—was behind on the official 
scoring at the start of the fifth 
round. Armand weighed 134 
pounds. 

Before the Storm. 

Savoie’s speed and in-and-out 
style bothered the champ in the 
first three sessions so that 
Jimmy had. difficulty landing 
a solid punch to the head. 
Meanwhile, Savoie’s left jabs 
and left hooks gave him a com- 
fortable margin. He knocked 
the champion back onto his 
heels twice in the second round 
and twice in the third with hard 
left hooks. 

However, Carter calmly 
stalked his fast opponent and 
caught up with him in the furi- 
ously fought fourth rotind. Car- 
ter hurt Armand twice in that 
session with his effective close- 
quarter, hooking attack to body 
and head and gashed Savoie's 
left brow. Carter, too, suffered 
a slight cut on the left brow 
in that round. . 

In the fifth session, Savoie 
still seemed eager for battle, but 
the champion was pressing him. 
Carter started a left hook to 
the body ande the challenger 
dropped his arms to protect his 
midsection. 

That was the big opening 29- 
year-old Carter had been looking 
for, and he exploded a right to 
the chin that smashed the chal- 
lenger to the canvas. Thus 
ended the title dream of the 
Canadian lad. 

Savoie, who received 1244 per 
cent of the net gate of $46,855, 
will get about $5856. 

TV That Wasn’t. 

Promoter Eddie Quinn, who 
had hoped for a $70,000 gate, 
will not lose money on the bout 
—despite Carter’s $25,000 guar- 
antee—because he will receive 
$15,000 from television sponsors. 
who ultimately were not able to 
arrange for TV co-axial cables 
to “pipe” the bout outside. Also 
he will receive $3600 for movie 
rights. 

There was no television and 
no radio last night. 

By last night’s victory, Carter 
proved himself a great “chips- 
down” fighter. He lost three 


non-title bouts this year, but on 
the three occasions when he put 
the crown on the line, he won 
on knockouts.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12 (AP)—A 
proposal for unrestricted draft 
of first-year professional base 
ball players was made today by 
General Manager Frank Lane of 
the Chicago White Sox. 2 
Through the Memphis club of 
the Southern Association, Lane 
will submit his proposal to the 
minor league meeting in Atlanta 
Nov. 30. 

If the amendment to base- 
ball’s code is adopted first by 
the minors and then the majors 
in their later meeting) the ma- 
jors will be allowed to draft any 
first-year player for $15,000.

“Johnny can get square finan- 
cially ajl the way around, in- 
cluding back income taxes, if he 
beats Gavilan,” said Bratton’s 
manager, Hymie Wallman, a New 
York furrier. 

“If he wins ‘a group of busi- 
ness men in New York are ready 
to open a $100,000 restaurant 
at Fifty-second street and Sixth 
avenue in his name.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12—The Cana- 
dian Government is building 
an observatory near Ottawa to 
watch the skies for flying 
saucers, 

The observatory, first of its 
kind in the world, will be 10 
miles northwest of Ottawa.

“There's a very high degree of 
probability that flying saucers 
are real objects,” Smith said 
last night, “and a 60 per cent 
probability that they’re alien ve- 
hicles.” 

He discounted the optical fl- 
lusion explanation of the phe- 
nomenon, He said that in every 
one of many reports of flying 
saucers seen in Canadian skies, 
there is some factor precluding 
writing it off as an optical illu- 
sion. The sighting station will 
use specially built electronic de- 
vices.

M’KAY WARNS OF SEEKING 
U.S. CURBS ON OIL IMPORTS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Interior Doug- 
las McKay told the petroleum 
industry today not to seek “spe- 
cial favors” in the form of Gov- 
ernment curbs on oil imports. 

McKay, in addressing the 
American Petroleum Institute’s 
annual convention, stressed that 
such restrictions might weaken 
friendly oil-producing nations 
whose economies this country 
has been trying to strengthen. 
He said the oil industry has 
“never asked for special favors” 
and added: “I'd like to see the 
record stand that way.” 

Most of the oil industry, con- 
tending that foreign crude and 
residual oil have been cutting 
into its domestic business, has 
urged congressional action to 
limit such imports. The House 
this year defeated a bill by Rep- 
resentative Richard M. Simpson 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, to do so, 
The Eisenhower Administration 
opposed the bill, pending a 
broad study of foreign trade 
problems, but the issue appears 
certain to come up again next 
year for decision by Congress,

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SUGGESTSUS.LET 
FOREIGNERS. SEE 
TEST OF BONE 


AEC Man Says First- 
Hand View Is ‘Essen- 
tial to Negotiators of 
Survival Issues.’ 


By ELTON C. FAY 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 12 (AP) 
~An Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion member suggests that for- 
eigners, presumably including 
Russians, should see a United 
States hydrogen bomb exploded 
as a sample of the destructive 
alternate to world peace. 

The idea, expressed by 
Thomas E, Murray last’ night, 
came as America was readying 
another and probably more pow- 
erful hydrogen test blast and 
as Secretary of Defense Wilson 
talked of “many more discov- 


eries in the atomic age.” 

Murray, the Atomic Energy 
Commission member who re- 
cently announced the launching 
of the first program for har- 
nessing nuclear power as indus- 
trial power, made his H-bomb 
suggestion in a speech at Pitts- 
burgh. He spoke at ceremonies 
marking the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of Duquesne University. 

He said first-hand observation 
of an H-bomb’s thunder “is an 
essential qualification for future 
negotiators of the great survival 
issues in the years ahead.” Such 
an American showing, he added, 
might persuade the Russians to 
match it with a demonstration 
of their own. 

No Decision Reached. 

Murray said the AEC hasn't 
vet studied the idea in detail or 
reached a decision. 

It seemed to represent another 
chapter in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s program to warn 
the nation—ind:ed, civilization 
itself—of the awful perils of 
atomic destruction. President 
Eisenhower, who already has 
made general references, is re- 
ported still planning a detailed 
exposition of the whole atomic 
war danger, perhaps in a series 
of radio-television talks. 

However, Murray’s speech was 
the first official indication that 
there is consideration of a plan 
to let foreign observers watch 
a major atomic test. He recalled 
that was last done at Bikini atoll 
in the Pacific in 1946. 

In those days before the cold 
war, several hundred American 
and foreign observers and 
newsmen, including two Soviet 
representatives, watched Ameri- 
can weaponeers atom-bomb a 
fleet of warships. 

The AEC has announced, with- 
out detail, that Bikini will be 
used in further atomic tests, 
supplementing the facilities of 
Eniwetok atoll, used since 1948. 
There have been reports that 
the hydrogen test at Eniwetok 
last year disintegrated an island. 

Question of Security. 

Murray said foreign observers 
again could witness a test “un- 
der very carefully controlled 
conditions of observation with- 
out loss of security.” 

This might mean they would 
be taken on a ship to a point 
within seeing distance of the 
explosion, but kept away from 
island installations of test equip- 
ment. They might, however, be 
taken close enough after the ex- 
plosion to see the result. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson 
said yesterday that smashing 
atoms and exploding giant 
bombs is not all there is to the 
atomic age. He told the Asso- 
ciation of Military Surgeons: 

“Perhaps even more important 
is the great work that is being 
done in chemistry in the rear- 
rangement of atoms and mole- 
cules.” 

Science, Wilson said, is “on 
the threshold of many more dis- 
coveries.” 

He told the surgeons that the 
military medical corps is now 
being reduced by 1600 with the 
object of calling the smallest 
possible number of doctors and 
dentists from civilian life. He 
placed the present medical of- 
ficer strength of the services at 
19,500 and the number of per- 
manent type hospitals around 
the world at 240, with a total 
bed capacity of 80,000. 

Military Medicine. 

He paid tribute to the ad- 
vances achieved by military 
medicine, particularly in reduc- 
ing the death rate from disease 
and wounds. He cited figures to 
show that the annual death rate 
from disease per thousand 
among uniformed persons is now 
0.5, whereas in World War I, 16 
out of every 1000 men who got 
sick died. 

Only two men out of every 
100 who were wounded in Korea 
died, Wilson reported, whereas 
in World War I the number was 
eight and in World War II the 
ratio was 4.5 deaths for each 100 
wounded. 

He said the Defense Depart- 
ment is seeking a sound plan 
for providing medical and hos- 
pital service for the families of 
military personnel. He added 
that a report on the subject by 
an outside civilian commission 
is now being considered by de- 
fense officials.

Coat veal with thfs 
mixture, place in shallow pan 
and allow to marinate for 15 
minutes. Remove garlic. 

Roll veal in flour, brown in 
shortening, adding a little more 
shortening if needed. Add on- 
ion, green peper and mush- 
rooms. 

Pour consumme and remain- 
ing marinade over all. Cook. 
covered, over low heat for 50 
minutes or until tender. 

Remove cover; allow veal to 
cook over medium heat until 
gravy is of desired consistency 
(approximately 10 minutes).

A Polyglot Population. 

By the middle of the seven- 
teenth century British planters 
had begun establishing their 
sugar cane estates behind the 
dikes the Dutch had built, and 
Yankee slave traders helped 
bring them their labor force in 
the form of African slaves. 
When slavery was formally abol- 
ished, the British planters 
turned to India and recruited 
indentured labor from among, 
the miserable untouchables, Add 
to this the Portuguese, who 
seem to have had the bad judg- 
ment ta come here of their own 
accord, a few Chinese and an 
odd group of escaped prisoners 
from Devil’s island, down the 
coast, who have drifted into 
here from time to time, and you 
have the basic ingredients of the 
population of British Guiana. 
Only 4 per cent of the popula- 
tion is composed of native 
American Indians, and they live 
mostly in the interior. 

One of the few encouraging 
facts about Guiana, however, is 
the relatively cordial relations 
between races. Human snobbery 
is nowhere in the world entirely 
absent, but sheer race prejudice 
here is certainly at a minimum.

Estate riots were common be- 
fore Communism ever came on 
the scene in Guiana, Just as the 
Communists have built on the 
established pattern of slowing 
down the cane harvest so estate 
workers could harvest the rice 
on their individual plots, lent by 
the estate, adding to this sea- 
sonal slowdown a deliberate po- 
litical slowdown, so the Commu- 
nists have simply stepped up 
the terror inherent in the vicious 
system under which the people 
have always lived. 

The political terror, described 
previously, was built on top of 
the natural resentment of the 
poor, a resentment that has al- 
ways been expressed in threats 
and occasional outbreaks of vio- 
lence. 

No American industrial man- 
ager would be surprised to learn 
| that this system has resulted in 
British Guiana in becoming one 
of the highest-cost sugar pro- 
ducers in the world. Cost of pro- 
duction has been increased by 
the difficulty in draining equa- 
torial rains from below-sea-level 
mud flats, by the further fact 
that the drainage canals and 
'spongey soil make the use of 
machinery in the fields difficult, 
if not impossible, and by the 
final fact that many of the sugar- 
processing factories are hope- 
lessly out of date. 

It might well be an economic 
blessing for the estate share- 
holders if a hurricane were to 
demolish most of the sugar pro- 
cessing factories in British Gui- 
ana so they could be replaced by 
modern, efficient plants, but un- 
fortunately Guiana is outside 
the hurrican belt. 

For years estate owners took 
profits out of the estates, and 
put very little reinvestment back 
into them. Some improvements 
have been made recently, but 
they hardly amount to a start. 

In part, this situation reflects 
the uneconomic position of the 
Guiana sugar industry, which

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Fresh Start on Our Parks 


Missouri’s new state park board, which has 
just organized by electing Carl P. Turley as 
chairman, takes up its challenging opportunities 
under auspicious conditions. 

Mr. Turley can be expected to give purpose- 
ful leadership to the board in its first year. 
He is acquainted with the needs and problems 
of his state, for he has served nine terms in the 
Missouri Legislature, as Democratic majority 
leader of the House in 1949, and is serving his 
fourth term as Prosecuting Attorney of Carter 
county. One of the most attractive of Missouri’s 
state parks, Big Spring, adjoins his home town 
of Van Buren. 

Unlike the three-man, ex-officio, one-party 
board it replaces, the new board will have 
parks as its first responsibility, and will be 
evenly divided between Republicans and Demo- 
crats to minimize politics in consideration of 
park matters. 


It assumes responsibility at a historic point 
in the developing of the state park system. Mis- 
souri’s parks have grown out of the develop- 
mental phase, in which the job was to make 
them catch on. They are now going and grow- 
ing businesses. The present job is to improve 
and expand the existing parks and create new 
parks, all as part of an over-all program. 


Chairman Turley and his five fellow-members 
of the State Park Board now take up the re- 
sponsibility for developing that kind of pro- 
gram and carrying it into performance. Mis- 
souri is not only a beautiful state with abundant 
room for parks, it is also a state whose residents 
and visitors like to enjoy the parks — and are 
liking it in increasing numbers, It is truly an 
enviable opportunity that lies before the new 
park board. 
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Unity Begins at Home? 

After all these years of talk of militaryguni- 
fication, the lack of a unified defense command 
for the continental United States is a startling 
thing. It seems that our armed forces have 
supplied unified commands practically every- 
where but at home, 


Brig. Gen. Thomag R. Phillips (Ret.) points 
out that there are unified commands for Alaska, 
the Northeast, the Atlantic and in Europe. As 
the Post-Dispatch military analyst says, how- 
ever, “no single individual is responsible for 
the defense of the continental United States.” 

To a civilian mind, this seems to put first 
things last on any schedule of priorities. For 
our military leaders agree that the continental 
United States would be a prime target in a fu- 
ture major war. Why, then, provide unified 
commands elsewhere but not here? 

The reason, Gen. Phillips says, is the old, old 
story of inter-service rivalry. They cannot agree. 
Hence the main defense command for the con- 
tinental United States remains the Air De- 
fense Command, under the Air Force. 

This is certainly not a full answer to de- 
fense of the homeland, The Army anti-aircraft 
forces, which are a major component of home 
defense, are a stepchild under this command. 
Nor does this organization answer the problem 
of co-ordinating Navy planes ashore or coastal 


antisubmarine craft, or the greater problem 
of assisting civil defense with every military 
means available. 

President Eisenhower, as a General, said 
that “there is no such thing as a separate ‘air’ 
war, a separate ‘ground’ war or a separate ‘sea’ 
war... .” This is as true of defense as of at- 
tack. It should be a warning against long de- 
lays in providing the nation with a single com- 
mand for its home defense. 
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Insurance Against Fraud

What is more, if the machines are authorized, 
it ought to be possible to combine precincts, 
thereby cutting down on election costs. Other 
savings also are possible and, in the long run, 
the machines quite possibly will pay for them- 
selves. 

The only question is whether the people think 
enough of their franchise to pay the price of 
protecting it. The Jackson County Court has 
put the question to those within its jurisdiction, 
including Kansas City. St. Louis county will 
decide on voting machines early next year. 
Sooner or later the same approach will be fol- 
lowed in St, Louis. 
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Albert Cole’s Change of Mind 


Housing Administrator Albert M. Cole is 
entitled to congratulations for his remarks at 
the mortgage bankers’ convention in Florida. 

Discussing the large unfilled demand for bet- 
ter homes for minority groups, older couples and 
low income families, Mr. Cole said it is pri- 
marily the job of private industry, with Gov- 
ernment aid and encouragement, to fill that 
demand. Then he added: 

I believe we must also agree that for those 
of our citizens who clearly cannot afford 
adequate housing at economic costs, it will 
be our responsibility to see that govern- 
mental assistance is made available to them. 
That is a far more perceptive statement about 

the principle of public housing than Mr. Cole 
was accustomed to make when, ag a Congress- 
man, he led the fight against this Government 
program. Mr. Cole is now saying precisely what 
the proponents of public housing have always 
said—that Government aid is essential for that 
small portion of the housing market which pri- 
vate enterprise cannot supply. 

How will Mr. Cole apply in practice the prin- 
ciple which he has thus laid down? The Na- 
tional Association of Real Estate Boards, which 
represents his old buddies in the war against 
public housing, has just adopted a “slum clear- 
ance” program which conspicuously omits Gov- 
ernment-aided construction of new homes for 
low-income families. The test of Mr. Cole’s 
conversion will be how he fights in Congress 
for the new philosophy he appears to have em- 
braced, 
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The Railroads in Drouth Relief 


Gov. Donnelly’s request for extension of the 
special freight rate on hay should encounter 
no difficulties. The western railroads have been 
co-operative in granting a 50 per cent reduc- 
tion on hay shipped in for drouth relief. This 
was practical recognition that their prosperity 
is bound up with the prosperity of the areas they 
serve. 

An extension of time is required now to 
finish the job that has been started. At least 
the 30 days additional asked by the Governor 
will be called for, and quite likely more, The 
railroads might as well set a realistically long 
enough deadline while they are about it. 

There are 29 Missouri counties suffering 
from drouth which President Eisenhower has 
still not declared to be disaster. areas and 
therefore eligible for the reduced freight rate. 
The Department of Agriculture has said that 
anticipated resistance from the railroads stands 
in the way of designation of these disaster 
areas. The railroads could earn still more val- 
uable good will from the farmers of Missouri 
if they would indicate their readiness to ex- 
tend the reduced rate to these stricken areas 
as well, 
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High Priority 

Oveta Culp Hobby says the plan to extend 
social security should “rank high on the priority 
list” of the next session of Congress. Most 
Americans will certainly back the Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

The Eisenhower Administration has been criti- 
cized for failing to give Congress a definite leg- 
islative program. Here is a highly constructive 
proposal, but the last session of Congress did 
nothing about it. 

Secretary Hobby seeks to bring social security 
coverage to hundreds of thousands of profes- ’ 
sional people, students, farm workers and domes- 
tics not now covered. And the fact is that many 
of these will need old-age benefits more than 
some of those already assured of such help. 

Social security coverage was limited in the 
first place because of the difficulties in estab- 
lishing proper standards and assuring tax col- 
lections from the self-employed, migratory work- 
ers and part-time workers, But to work fairly, 
social security should be a national plan, with 
as little discrimination as possible. 

With Administration leadership, 
should work toward that objective. 
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Defense Secretary Wilson says “the only 
people who seem to be sure of everything and 
know all the answers are politicians out of of- 
fice.” How right he is, as Robert Lovett could 
have told him a year ago.

What Mr. Byrnes said to Mr. Truman 
and what Mr. Truman has to say for 
himself, plus side comments from 
the rest of the dramatis personae, are 
clearly going to dominate the news in 
the immediate future. But we hope 
that the question why Mr. Truman pro- 
moted the late Mr. Harry Dexter White 
will not be so absorbing that Mr. 
White’s actual record gets no attention. 

Attorney General Brownell speaks of 
him quite flatly as having been “known 
to be engaged in 
espionage activities 
for the benefit of 
the Soviet Govern- 
ment” — known, in 
other words, to have 
beenaspy. He 
states, in short, 
that he was a felon. 
But where is the 
proof of this fel- 
ony? 

There have been 
persistent rumors 
about Mr. White. 
Charges against 
him were made be- 
fore the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee. Mr. White 
was himself brought before that com- 
mittee, on which occasion he did not 
plead the Fifth Amendment but swore 
on oath that he was not a Communist 
and had never been a member of a 
Soviet spy ring—and then a few days 
later, most inconveniently died. 

Now we are told that FBI reports 
dealing with his Communist connections 
and his spy activities were made avail- 
able in 1945 and again in 1946 to Mr. 
Truman and others, who ignored them. 
This sounds bad. But FBI reports do 
not in themselves determine a guilt or 
innocence of felony. 

Furthermore, a former Assistant At- 
torney General now states that a fed- 
eral grand jury investigated the case 
of Mr. White, “very, very carefully” in 
1947, and that “all the evidence we had 
on his alleged espionage activities was 
presented to the grand jury at that 
time.” All the evidence would pre- 
sumably include the FBI reports. The 
grand jury made no indictment. 

Thus the record regarding Mr. White 
is far from clear. Almost everybody 
engaged in the present controversy is 
talking as though he was a proved spy. 
But that isn’t the sort of thing the 
public should be asked to take for 
granted, without evidence. 


Was he himself a Communist? Did 
he have “Communist affiliations?” 
What was the precise nature of his 
“espionage activities,” fortified by 
names and dates? 

Facts answering questions like these 
ought to be adduced and set forth in 
an orderly and convincing manner be- 
fore the present controversy, with its 
strong political overtones, is carried 
much farther.

This point is not proved by any dis- 
closure Mr. Brownell has made thus 
far. Mr. Brownell has still to demon- 
strate that the report actually reached 
Mr. Truman's eyes and was ignored. 

Having said this much, it must also 
be noted that Mr. Truman himself now 
agrees that Mr. White’s promotion was 
a mistake: “As soon as we found White 
was disloyal we fired him.” 

Surely it seems to have been a case 
of gross carelessness to have promoted 
to a high official post a man who was 
soon afierward to be found, in Mr. 
Truman’s own phrase, “disloyal,” par- 
ticularly after allegations of Mr. White's 
Communist associations had already 
been made. 

It seems fair to describe the attitude 
of the Administration in this case as 
being of a piece with the light-hearted 
fashion in which it dismissed as “red 
herrings” too many charges of Com- 
munist activity in the Administration. 


When Congress meets we hope that 
this incident will provoke no reckless 
renewal of “McCarthyism,” but instead 
call for a cool re-examination.

Mussing Up Western Myths 
WESTWARD THE BRITON . Athearn, 
{Charles yin — sy S85 

The ubiquitous Briton of the late 
nineteenth century who seemingly trav- 
eled all areas of the world with eyes 
and ears open and pen in hand included 
the high plains and Rocky Mountain re- 
gion of our land among those areas 
about which he frequently felt a com- 
pelling urge to write travel accounts. 

In “Westward the Briton” a Univer. 
sity of Colorado historian of the fron- 
tier has deftly extracted and synthe- 
sized the most significant commentary 
offered by several hundred authors 
who saw that last frontier between 
1865 and 1900. 

Although this is not the West of the 
Hollywood creations, of the pulp fic. 
tion or of the Manifest Destiny outlook 
which punctuated real-life American 
views, one does fall under the magnetie 
spell of the real romance in the boister- 
ous dynamics which marked life in Den- 
ver, Cheyenne and Salt Lake City as 
well as in the open country of the 
“cow servants” in post-Civil War days, 

For Athearn, born in the West as 
well as resident therein, this is ob. 
viously a labor of love. His wit sup- 
plements that inherent in many of 
the travel accounts with which he 
works. Throughout he pursues two 
basic ideas: 

That the Briton brought objectivity to 
his analysis of life in America’s most 
colorful area, and that the picture he 
penned is very disturbing to the myth 
commonly believed about western life 
of the period. 

This is meaningful social history in 
the interesting manner, Here are de- 
scriptions of travel facilities, of the 
home life, of the characteristics of the 
American of the West, of. the Indians, 
of the opportunities open to would-be 
settlers. 

Oscar Wilde’s story about the three- 
course supper deep in a mine shaft, 
the native’s explanation of the manner 
in which the train tracks cooled them- 
selves at Pueblo, the ranch story about 
parental discipline in New Mexico and 
the incident which closed with “’twasn’t 
a good day for major-generals either, 
sir,”’ all enrich a doubly attractive vol- 
ume, It is attractive because it is in- 
st~ictive and because it is readable.

Hollyday Says Some Aids 
Have ‘Penalized Progress, 
Rewarded Mediocrity.’ 


MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Nov. 12 
(AP)—The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration is going to take 
its heavy pencil off the blue- 
prints of home-builders and try 
to let the build the kind of 
houses they want. 

Guy T. O. Hollyday, FHA com- 


missioner ,said some men on 
his staff have been “penalizing 
progress and rewarding medio- 
crity” by being too strict about 
the architectural designs they 
will approve for mortgage insur- 


ance. 

“If Joe Smith wants to live 
in a ranch-type house we want 
him to have the opportunity to 
do so without having a hint 
given to him that he could get 
a Cape Cod house through the 
FHA easier,” Hollyday said. 

He drew applause from the 
Mortgage Bankers Association 
convention when he told them 
“we've been forcing builders 
not to build to satisfy the hous- 
ing market, but to build to a. 
mortgage pattern. I believe we 
can change that system.” 

The FHA chief said many 
builders have found it easier 
to follow streotyped house plan 
than try to get FHA approval 
for a new idea. 

At another convention here, 
Perry. I. Prentice, publisher of 
Architectural forum and House 
and Home magazines, told the 
National Savings and Loan 
League nearly all houses of the 
future will be of a contemporary 
design—but he didn’t mean all 
would be “just flat roofs and 
glass.” 

Representative Jesse P, Wol- 
cott (Rep.), Michigan, told the 
Mortgage Bankers there will 
be no direct Government lend- 
ing in the housing field “unless.

Views on Swearing

a H, mummy, please don’t swear!" 
Johnny or Joanie, your adolescent boy or girl, 
may themselves be—you are sorry to note—mod- 
erately profane. But their standards for mother remain as 
firm as ever. 7 ! 

We have been interested, in studying teenagers and 
pre-teenagers, to observe the change in attitudes toward 
swearing which takes place between 10 and 15 years of age. 

Ten is a pretty moral age, in most children, in most 
respects. Thus we are not surprised to discover that the 
average 10-year-old thinks that swearing is awful and that 
nobody, but nobody, ought to swear. 

x * 

MOST 11-YEAR-OLDS seem to share this feeling. They 
think that it is a bad thing for children to do, and even 
worse for grownups. “Because if they swear, it sets a bad 
example for children.” 

“T don’t like it and I don’t do it,” is a typical 11-year-old 
comment. Though an occasional 1l-year-old—bolder and 
badder than his contemporaries—may admit, “I like to 
swear. It sounds real grownup.” 

By 12, swearing is a little more prevalent. Many say 
that it is a bad thing to do, but they admit to doing it oc- 
easionally. They still think it is a bad thing for grownups 
to do, because it sets a bad example. 

However, a few are becoming a little less absolute in 
their judgments: “For grownup women it’s bad. For men 
it’s not as bad, because they’re men.” 

At 13 there is a great variation from child to chili. 
Girls and the more conforming boys say they think swear- 
ing is “horrible,” “not nice,” “ill bred.” But some admit 
that it is excusable “under certain circumstances.” And 


some boys are, alas, extremely profane at 13. Quite shock- 
ingly so from their mothers’ point of view, and sometimes 
more so than they will be at a later age.

Of course, we assume at the 
very start that the stepladder in 
your home is in good condition. 
A stepladder that is falling apart 
or is wobbly should either be 

or burned up. 

f the steps on a ladder be- 
come badly worn they should be 
resurfaced by nailing a strip of 
wood or plywood over the old 
tread. Worn treads help pro- 
mote slipping. A good trick is 
to tack a strip of asphalt shingle 
onto the treads to make them 
less slippery. 

A good rule to follow when on 
a stepladder is to have one hand 
free with which to hold on. If 
you are doing something like 
painting that means you want a 
hook or some other device to 
hold the paint container. 

Lots of people get bumped on 
the head because they leave 
tools on the top of the steplad- 
der and then forget about them 
and move the stepladder. A 
good way to avoid this problem 
is to take a piece of wood, drill 
some holes in it for tool storage 


to and this can be corrected by 
fastening four pieces of 2 inches 
by 2 inches together to form a 
square and fastening the base 
to the top of the stepladder with 


clamps. The top of the box-like 
structure will then provide sa 
good hand grip. 

And speaking of clamps, when 
painting the walls and ceilings 
around stairs you can make the 
stepladder fit the stairs by 
clamping extensions to either 
the front or back legs. Just be 
sure that the extensions are 
solid and well fastened to the 
stepladder legs. Also cut off 
the ends at an angle so that 


they will rest soldily on the stair -

O slavery in these days, you say? Consider the thou- 
N sands of men and women who, through a false sense of 

duty, have permitted themselves to become enslaved, 
sacrificing everything that make life worth living, with no 
hope of emanicpation except death, just because some de- 
pendent is supposed to need their help. 

This is utter stupidity and cannot be condoned on any 
grounds. There are few duties to others that dictate such 
sacrifices. One has an obligation, and a deep one, to help- 
less parents, brothers and sisters, and particularly to off- 
spring, but in most cases this obligation can be met without 
ruining one’s life and becoming an abject serf to the 
dependent. 


MRS. V. is facing such a situation, one which could 
result, if she does not handle it intelligently, in her vir- 
tually withdrawing from a satisfying and happy life to one 
of mere drab existence. As in so many of these cases, 
there are others who should share Mrs. V.’s responsibility 
but who seek to make her the goat, so they can go their 
merry way. I’m urging Mrs, V. to revolt, and when you 
hear her story I think you'll agree with me. 

“My husband was killed In an accident two months 
ago,” she writes. “I found, to my astonishment, that the 
little insurance he carried had lapsed, so I am left with 
virtually nothing and must support myself some way. 
Unfortunately we had no children. 

“I’m not worrying much about being able to support 
myself, but am facing a very difficult choice. I’m 37 and 
my parents, who are not yet 60, are living alone on a small 
farm. I also have two younger sisters, each happily married 
and, of course, living in their own homes. They now prac- 
tically demand that I go back to the farm and take care of 
my parents as long as they live. They are polite about it 
but\intimate plainly that I’m hopelessly selfish if I think 
about myself instead of thinking only of my parents. 

“How about it, Dr. Popenoe? Is it my duty to give up 
any independent life and devote myself to being a house- 
keeper for my parents? That seems like a great sacrifice 
to me. Is it one that you think I’m duty bound to make?”

First, your parents, They seem to be getting along 
all right at present. If they need help in the future, all of 
the daughters can presumably chip in.

You'd give 
up independence to keep house for your parents, and be 
left stranded when they go. Take the long view, Mrs. V. 
Your sisters think you should look out for your parents 
because you are alone, That’s just the reason you should 
look out for yourself. There’s no one else to do that for 
you. Your sisters havé their husbands, They are the ones 
to make some sacrifice—if any is needed. 

Prepare yourself as quickly as possible to do something 
that can support you for the next quarter of a century. 
If you own your home, you might rent rooms, Maybe tak- 
ing care of children, or practical nursing, would be your 
line. Tell everybody you know, that you are looking for a 
job. Meanwhile, write for my reading list on spare-time 
jobs for women—it might have some immediately usable 
ideas.

Whatever your interests 
are, begin to cultivate them energetically, and get some 
new ones.

HE only problem in the fol- 
T lowing hand, as in so many 
cases, was to decide between 
two lines of play. 
South, dealer. 
East-West vulnerable. 


South West North East 
1¢@ Pass. 39 Pass 
19” Pass Pass Pass 


South was correct in opening 
with his four-card heart suit 
rather than his longer diamond 
suit. The diamond bid, if an- 
swered with two-clubs or one 
no-trump, would force South to 
“reverse” in order to show his 
hearts, and his hand was not 
strong enough for this pro- 
cedure. 

West's opening lead against 
the four-heart contract was the 
four of clubs. Dummy’s ace won 
and the singleton spade was led 
toward the closed hand. East 
put up the ace and laid down 
the king of clubs. Declarer, of 
course, ruffed. 

At this point there were two 
ways to play the contract. One 
was to attempt the establish- 
ment of the diamond suit while 
drawing the opposing trumps 
and retaining trump control. The 
other way was for South to make 
as many tricks as could be made 
by cashing high cards and then 
resorting to a cross-ruff. 

In view of the sketchiness of 
the diamond suit and in further 
view of the danger of trying to 
draw trumps, South made the 
sound decision to cash his K-Q 
of spades, discarding diamonds 
from dummy, then to lay down 
the diamond ace. A diamond was 
now ruffed in dummy with the 
heart four, and a club in the 
closed hand with the heart nine. 
When South led another dia- 
mond, West forced dummy’s 
trump ace by putting in the 
eight, but this did not bother 
South. He ruffed another club 
with the heart jack and led 
his next-to-last diamond. Now 
West was helpless. He could 
ruff high if he chose, but this 
would do no material good.
